The reference given in cararreph 2 above delersates to TCADS tho resreu- 
sibility for establishment and ccordination cf liaison and contacts with otha 
governmental agoncies, Aecorcineiy, the respmsibilitics of ICAP for fiaise 
contacts are restated in this memorancum os follows: 

a, ICAPS will establish all initial liaison contacts.c:d wail 
coordinate all lisison censacss with other agencies of the vovepyiumert 
excont: 

(1) As nrovided for in CIG Administrative Order Ho. 8, 
dated 5 Aveust 1946, sibject: “Security of Activities Perte ining, 
to the Office of Special Oecrations;" 
(2) For normal adwinistrative contacts under the contr« 1 of 
tho Executive for Personnel and Administration; 
(5S) For lisison contacts snecifianlly delegated by tha 
Director to certain incivituals of CIC, of which the Chicf of 
ICAPS will be informed by the individual concerned. 


b. The establishment of initial liaison contacts by CAPS vill 
include all contacts with other agencies of the Government in aoennegi.cr 
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with the develonment of any CIG operation, project, plan, or m licy 
from initiation throurn the pleunning stages to the point of fizal 
denen for implcomentation. 

¢» When the D;rector has approved implementation LUAPS :will 
delegate “in writing to the CIG activities concerned diract lig..son 
funetions required for tho implementation of the approved oncr.tian, 
project, plan or policy. Tris written delegation will gqnecify pokils 
of linison contact authorized in CIG and other agonciess Responsioie 
officers of CIG will insure rigid adherence to established policies. 
4. Assistant Dircetors will take action to insure complinuee with ihe 
provisions of this moriorendum ond to insure a rropriate reference to LAPS: cs 


recommendations originatiny, in their offices for new operations, projeccs, pests
